The Oregonian, Portland, Oregon, of Dec. 
81st, contains an account of a terrible trag-

It seems that Pearson, who is a son of 
ex-Judge Pearson and son-in-law of Judge 
A. B. Dillinbough, had for some time been ex- 
erelsing mediumistic powers, and became in- 

‘ fluenced by a spirit of an Indian chief, and 
talked the pure Cowlitz language. Hë and 
his family, a wife, a babe, and little Kdith, 
two years:old, ‘were on a visit at his father- 
in-law's. They had retired on the evening

parent. No true Spirituallet ever imagined he 
was Jesus Christ, or that he must offer hu- 
man sacrifice; such ideas belong to the old 
religious regime. The story of Abraham of- 
ferlog up Isaac, the vicarious offering of 
Jesus by his father, these have preserved in 
the minds of men the virus of the barbarian 
conception of human sacrifice. When crazed 
by religious excitement, this is a most com- 
mon form of delusion. The following isan 
example taken from a latë newspaper: 


The delusion which led to the awful trage- 
dy in the Freeman household at Pocasset a 
few years ago is continuously active, and ev- 
ery now and then breaks out afresh in some 
part of the country. 

` The case of Dongel at Matamoras,Ohlo, who 
got converted“ and then went insane at a 
revival meeting. reterred to editorially in last 
week's JOURNAL, is lu many respects similar 
to that. of Pearson,» but more remarkable in 
the wild delusion which not only took pos- 
session of one person but an entire assembly, 
including the preacher. 

Now when it ls asked. Why Judge Dil- 
Undough and others, when they went into 
the room of Pearson, and saw lilm raving 
like a maniac, did not at once understand 
his condition, and secure him, Instead of jn- 
trusting his child to his care, It may be sald 
in reply that the preacher amd congregation 
ought not to have mistaken the Insanity of 
Dongel for religious zeal. Yet, while this 
might silence the scoff and sneer, it would 
not reach the vital principle involved, which 
is that under no circumstance are we to yield 
our reason, and cease to be reflecting belngs. 
Religion does not consist of excitement. The 
audience of which Dongel was a part, had be- 
comé psychologized, and. its members suto- 
matic rather than thinking beings. Their 
“revival” was no more a part of true rell- 
gion than the orgies of dervishes.. 

Pearson is a representation of Spiritualism 
cultivated in the same manner and direction. 
Ho desired to be a medium, by which he un- 
derstood a machine for the transmission of 
spirit communications, in other words, obses- 
sion. That his friends mistook his Insane 
ravings for spirit control, shows completely 
tholr ignorance and gross misunderstanding 
of the subject. There had, of course, been a ge- 
rles of manifestations leading up to this out- 
break. That Pearson was controlled tospeak in 
a pure Indian tongue proves that he was con- 
trolled. Had he and his friends understood 
the laws of this control, and not urged and- 
over done the matter, the catastrophe would 
have been avoided. As it was, they urged it 
forward, and the overdrawn and depleted 
nervous system broke under the strain; the 
control merged into the ravings of the mani- 
ac, and the mystified friends did not detect 
the change. until too late. A lesson of morë 
than common meaning may be drawn from 
this tragedy, Mediumship should be calti- 
vated. understandingiy. with reason ever 
alort, and as a desirable means of spiritual 
culture, rather than as a wonder to gratify 
the curlosity of marvel-seekers.

The Allgemeine Zeitung gives some par- 
tleulars of remarkable success in Indicating 
the presence of water springs by a man nam- 
ed Béfaz, who seems to be a recognized au- 
thority on such matters. The scene of his 
performances was in the Bavarian highlands, 
ata height of more than 1,300 fest above the 
level of the sea. The commune of Rothen- 
berg suffered greatly from want of water, 
and invited Beraz last autumn to endeavor 
to find some source of supply for them. He 
inspected the locality one afternoon, in pres- 
ence of the publie authorities, and announc- 
ed that water was to be found in certain 
spote at depths which ho stated. The first 
spot was in the lower village, and he gave the 
likely depth at between 02 and 72 feet, add- 
ing that the volume of water which the 
spring would give would be about the diamé- 
ter of An inch and a quarter. After incessant 
labor for four weeks, consisting malniy of 
rock-blasting, the workmen tame on a coplous 
spring of water at a depth of almost 67 feet. 
What he declared about a water source for 
the upper village was very singular. He 
polnted to a spot where he sald three water- 
courses lay perpendicularly, under one an- 
other, and running in parallel courses. The 
first would be found at a depth of between 
221 and 28 feet, of about the size of a wheat- 
en straw, and running in the direction from 
southeast to northwest. The second lay about 
42 feet deep, was of about the size of a thick 
quill, and ran in the same direction. The 
third, he said, lay at a depth of about 66 feet, 
running in the same direction, and as large 
asa man's little finger. The actual resulte 
wore as follows: The first water-course was 
struck at a depth of 27% feet, running in the 
direction indicated, and having a diameter 
of 1-5th of an inch. The workmen came on 
the second at a depth of 42% feet; It had a 
dinmefer of 7-25tha of an inch. Tho third 
was found at 6244 feet below the surface, and 
having a diameter of 3-5ths of an inch—all 
ranning in the direction Beraz had indicated. 
Query: How did Beraz acquire this knowl- 
edge? Was it through the exaltation of his 
own spiritual faculties, or by external spirit 
ald, or both, or neither?

The Salvation Army. 

The exploits of the Salvation Army in the 
United States do not com with those of 
the army in England. The most attempted 
here is to secure conversions by a system 
more or less onal and to arouse feeling 
among a certain class b appeariog in the 
role of martyrs. In England the Salvation 
Army leaders haye gone farther, and boldly 
claim the exercise of supernatural powers. 
At Hanley, a few days sgo a “ Major” Pear- 
son held services at whic! he proposed to cure 
the blind, the deaf, and the lame, and thous- 
ands of the lower classes flocked to hear and 
see him. Scores of cripples were brought to 
him, and over those the salvatlonista prayed 
after which the “Major” made the siga 0 
the crosa upon thelr foreheads with a finger 
dipped in oll and the curo was N to be 
consummated. So strong was the effect ot 
imagination upon many attending this 
“ falth-healing meeting,” as it was called, 
that what seemed like cures were actually 
effected. A young man who had been deaf 
for four years pega I after he bad beon 
prayed over, that he cóuld hear a watch tick, 

a.woman who had used crutches for years 
managed to hobble away without them, The 
“ Major's” powers apparently do not extend 
to children. His performances over them 
produce no effect, as they do not comprebénd 
the thing and do not imagine themselves 
cured. e “Major” in stubborn cases ex- 
plains that he cannot do wondrous,works be 
cause of the people's unbolief.

George 8, Fallerton of the University 
of Pennsylvania and, we believe, a member 
of the Seybert Commission, lately delivered 


at Cambridge, the auspices of the Har- 
_vard Philosophical ru lecture upon n 
subject of- psychical research. The pith pt 
the lecture was given in the Boston Herald. 
From this we gather that the speaker alms 
fo be fair In his investigations, but is skepti- 
cal to a degree llablo to affect his efficiency 
as an Investigator. Undue skepticism, like 
credulity, may so blind and bias one as to 
render him incompetent to reach the trath. 
Skepticism may be as potent a generator of 
. “expectant attention,” and as active in its 
emotional influence as the most unquestiori- 
ing credulity. We do not affirm’ that Prof. 
Fullerton's skepticism carries him to the 
«point of Incompetency as an investigator; we 
rather incline to the opirilon that it does 
not, bus for want of full information we can-

investigations. This is plain common sense, 


such as we see exercised in other things. If, 


for instance, theories and fatte, old or new, 
of chemistry or geology were to be Investi- 
gated we should put the leading part into the 
hands of the best chemist or geologist and 
look to him for guidance in our methods. He, 
in his place, should be always ready to ex- 
piain those methods, to modify them reason- 


pa | ably, yet not to change them so radically as 


The English Society for Paychical Research 
having, after long and patient Investigation, 
scientifically demonstrated the leading facts 
of “thought transference,” or “ mind-read- 
ing,” and thus pat telepathy, ns It is now 
called, upon the footing of selence; and an 
explanation of telepathy having been given 
by an American scientist, Professor Coues, 
now the American Society for Psychical Re- 
search has wisely and prudently resolved to 
confine its investigation for/the present to 
telepathy; that Is to say, they seom to have 
no confidence in the other socioty'a results. 
Are “aclentiste,” then, so shaky on thelr own 
ground, and so distrustful of one another, 
that they can accept nothing from one an- 
other as proven? Perhaps, however, the 
American Society has not recovered from the 
recent shock of the Newcombian conundrum, 
“Can ghoste be Investigated?’ and so val- 

antly ventures to explore a garret where the 
English have been before and assured them 
there are no ghosts there. Bat “seeing lg 
believing,” and If the scientists cannot be- 
eve each other without seeing, It ls just as 
well for them to look at telopathy for them- 
selves. It is well, also, in beginning the 
study of psychics, that.they should start from 
the bottom rung of the ladder, study the 
horn-book, and so become familiar with the 
rudiments of the sclenco they desire to mas- 
ter. To this end the American Socinty has 
issued a “ circalar,” accompanied by blanks, 
on which those who wish to amuse them- 
selves by guessing cards and dice, and seeing 
how often they guess right, may record their 
valuable results, There is even given,a-pic: 
ture of a Uttle Instrument for throwing dies 
and registering the throw automatically. The 
parties to these transactions are the guessors 
and the guessees. After several thousands of 
curds are turned, and several thousand dice 
are thrown, the number of times that the 
Ruesser guesses right is contrasted in tabular 
form with the number of times that the 
guesser guesses wrong; and this depends, 
agalo,opon whether or not the guesses knows 
the tard or the die which the guesser 
guesses; for It the guesser guesses right more 
times when the guessee knows the card, than 
the guesser guesses right when the guessee 
does not know what card or die the gueaser 
guesses, then the argument is, there'is so 
chance for telepathy.” 9 

Well,—that is one way to go about it: bet- 

ter than no way, at all events. Itreminds us 
a little of the old nursery rhyme about Peter 
Piper, who pleked a peck of pickled peppers. 
Bat we enter no protest and make no com- 
plaint. That may be the scieftific way of 
golng about it, and if so, we are content. 
Children often learn the alphabet by a set of 
blocks with the letters painted on thom: and 
when they have outgrown such toys, they 
have learned their A, B, C's, and are ready 
for the spelling-book and the primer. Suc- 
cëss to the “ scientific demonstration of tele- 
pathy in America.”

The persons most competent to examine 
any of these anbjects aro those whose convic- 
tions of their truth, based on investigation 
and matured by study and thought, make 
their views the -clearest and their methods 
the best, and yet who are sincerely seeking 
trath, with whatever result to their present 
coneluslons. 

Especially is this true of psychic research, 
and In that research, Spiritualism cannot be 
ignored or disrespectfully treated. Men and 
women, who are Spiritualists of experience 
and capacity and character—lovers of truth 
and ready to follow where it leads—should 
be put in place to assist and suggest the 
methods of Investigation of this great ques- 
tion, just as a chemist who believed in chem- 
Istry would be put in like place in a labora- 
tory. In this way and in this spirit all will 
be satisfied, mutual respect and courtesy will 
prevail, and the result will be fraught with 
stupendous value.
